It is 
probable that the time is too short 
to cancel this program, but it will 
be the last appearance of the con- 
cert orchestra here. 


Lack of public interest in the tree| 
concerts provided by the city was 
deplored by several countil members. 
Mrs. Harie Ogborn stated that while 
the concerts have been excellent the | 
public does not appreciate them and) 
will not attend, and she believed 
it would be a saving to tax payers | 
to cancel them. 

Councilman W.E: Vee acquiesced 
with Mrs. Ogborne, and while he. 
lauded the class of music furnished! 
and deplored ‘the lack of public in-, 
terest, he believed the city should, 
save money wherever possible.
